nd of their great pilgrimage. Little 1 
Lucy Ferrier was borne along pleasantly j 
tuongh in Klder Htangertou'a wagon, a . 
letreal whn h she sbar<sl with the M .r 
uion's three wives and with his sou, a 
i' lidslrnug. forward boy of 13. Having I 
rallied, with the elasticity of chi Idh.xxi. ; 
from the shock ,-ansad by her mother's | 
death, she aaotl tiecame a pet with the 
women and reconciled herself to this 
new life in her moving canvas covered 
home. In the meantime. Ferrier, baviug ! 
reoovensi from his privatlous, distiu- i 
gnishisl himself aa a useful guide and 
an indefatigable hunter So rapidly did 1 
ha gain the esteem of his new compan 
ions thst when they reached the end of | 
their wanderings it was unanimously 
agreed that he should lie provided with 
as large and as fertile a tract of Ian 1 as ' 
any of Ihe settlers, with the eioeption 
of Yonng himself and of Stangersnn, 
Kimball, Johnston and Drebbar, who 
were the four principal elders. 

Ou the farm thus acquired John Fer- 
rier bnllt himself a substantial loghooae, 
which nwlved so many additions In 
succeeding years that it grew Into a 
roomy villa He was a man of a prac- 
tical turn of mind, keen in his dealings, 
skillful with bis bands. His iron con- 
stitution euubksl him to work morning 
and evcuin* at improving and tilling 
his lands. Hence It came about that bis 
farm and all that belonged to him pros- 
pered cscoedingly.

As year suc- 
ceeded to year she grew tall, r and 
stronger, her choek more ruddy and her 
si, pin iroelastic Main a wayfarer upon 
the highroad which ran by Ferrier's 
farm f.-lt long forgotten thoughts revive 
in his mind as he watched her lithe, 
girlish figure tripping through the 
wle-atfi* ids or met her mounted npon 
her father's mustang und managing it 
with all the ease and grace of a true 
child of the west. Sothc bud 
ed into a flower, and there; 
le r father the richest of th 
left her as fair a specimen of 
girlhood as could be found In the whole 
Pscific slope. 

It was not the father, however, who 
first discovered that tho child had de- 
veloped into the woman It seldom is 
in soch cases. That mysterious change 
Is too subtle and too gradual to lie nicaa 
in . -I by dates. Least of all docs the 
maiden herself know it nntil the tone 
of a voice or the touch of a hand sets

maiden. 

She had reached the outskirts of the 
city when she found the road blocked by 
a great drove of cattle, driven by a half 
dozen wild looking herdsmen from the 
plains.
